The Austrian treaty follows ex- 
actly the same outline as the Ger- 
man and in many places is identi 
cal with it except for the change in 
name. 

Certain specific clauses which 
applied only to Germany, are, of 
course, omitted and certain new 
clauses included, especially as re- 
gards the new states created out 
of the former Austro-Hungarian 
empire, and the protection of the 
rights of the Hungarian empire, 
and the protection of the rights of 
the racial, religious and linguistic 
minorities in Austria, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Rumania and the Serbian- 
Crotian-Slovenian state. Austria 
is left by the treaty a state of from

Preamble to Terms.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—-The 
following official summary of the 
Austrian peace terms was made 
available today in diplomatic ecir- 
cles here 

The frontiers of Austria: The 
northern frontier facing Czecho- 
Slovakia follows the existing ad- 
ministrative boundaries formerly 
separating the provinces of Bo- 
hemia and Moravia from those of 
Upper and Lower Austria subject 
to certain minor rectifications, 
notably in the regions of Gmund 
and Feldsberg and along the river 
Moravia. The southern frontier 
facing Italy and the Serb-Croat- 
Slovene state is to be fixed by the 
principal allied and associated 
Powers at a later date. In the 
@astern part the line passing just 
east of Bleiburg crosses the Drave 
just above its confluence with the 
Lavant and thence will pass north 
of the Drave so as to leave to the 
Serb-Croat-Slovene state. Mar- 
burg and Radkersbure, just to the 
north of which latter place it will 
join the Hungarian frontier. The 
western and northwestern § (fron- 
tiers facing Bavaria, the western 
frontier facing Switzerland and 
the eastern frontier facing Hun- 
gary remain unchanged 

Political Clauses. 

Political clauses: 

Europe: The high 
parties recognize and 
frontiers of Bulgaria, Greece, Hun- 
gary, Poland, Rumania, the Serb- 
Croat-Slovene State and the Cze- 
cho-Slovak State as at present or as 
ultimately determined. Austria 
renounces in favor of the principal

Abrogation of Treatics. 

General arrangements: 

Austria is to consent to the 
abrogation of the treaties of 1539 
by which Belgium was established 
as a neutral state and her frontiers 
fixed, and to accept in advance 
any convention with which the al- 
lies may determine to repla 
them. Austria adheres to the 
abrogation of the neutrality of the 
Grand Duchy of Luwemburg ana 
accepts in advance all internation- 
al agreements as to it reaC@ed ny 
the allied and associated Powers. 
Austria accepts all arrangement; 
which the allied and associated 
Powers make with Turkey and 
Bulgaria with reference to anv 
rights, privileges or .— interests 
claimed tn these countries by Ats- 
tria or her nationals and not deal* 
with elsewhere. Austria accefpis 
all arrangements with the allied 
and associated Powers made with 
Germany concernig the territories 
whose abandonment was imposed 
upon Denmark by the treaty of 
1864. 

Freedom of Retigion. 

Protection of minorities: Ina 
series of special clauses Austria 
undertakes to bring her institu- 
tions into conformity with the 
principles of liberty and justice 
and acknowledges that the obliga- 
tions for the protection of minori- 
ties are matters of international 
coneern over which the league of 
nations has jurisdiction. She as- 
sures complete protection of life 
and liberty to all imhabitants of 
Austria without distinction of 
birth. nationality, language. race 
or religion, together with the 
right to the free exercise of any 
creed. All Austrian nationals with- 
out distinction of race, language Or 
religion are to be equal before the 
law. No restrictions are to be im- 
posed on the free use of any lan- 
ouage in private or public and rea- 
sonable facilit‘es are to be given to 
Austrian nationals of non-German 
speech for the use of their lan- 
guage, before the courts. Austrian 
nationals belonging to racial, re- 
ligious or linguistic minorities are 
to enjoy the same protection as 
other Austrian nationals in partic- 
ular with regard to schools and 
otrer educational establishments 
and in districts where a consider- 
able proportion of Austrian na- 
tions of other than German 
speech are resident, facilities are 
to be given in schools for the in- 
struction of children in their own 
language and an equitable share of 
public funds is to be provided for 
the purpose. These provisions do 
not preclude the Austrian Govern- 
ment from making the teaching of 
German obligatory. They are to be 
embodied by Austria in her funda- 
mental law as a bill of rights, and 
provisions regarding them are to 
be under the protection of the 
league of nations. 

Austrian rights: 

Outside Europe. Austria re- 
nounces‘all rights, titles and privi- 
lewes as to her own or her allies’ 
territories to all the allied and a;s- 
sociated Powers and undertakes 
to accept whatever measures are 
taken by the principal allied Pow- 

Ss in relation thereto. ° 

The clauses as to Egypt, Moroc- 
co, China and Siam are identical 
after the necessary modifications 
with those of the German treaty 
except that especially in the case

Military, naval and air clauses: 
The military clauses are reserved. 

Naval Vessels to Be Given Up. 

Naval: 

All Austro-Hungarian warships, 
submarines and vessels of the 
Danube flotilla are declared to be 
finally surrendered to the princi- 
pal allied and associated Powers. 
Twenty-one specified auxiliary 
cruisers are to be disarmed and 
treated as merchant ships. All 
warships and submarines under 
construction in ports which belong 
or have belonged to Austria-Hun- 
gary shall be broken up, the sal- 
vage not to be used except for in- 
dustrial purposes and not to be 
sold to foreign countries. The con- 
Struction or acquisition of any sub- 
marine, even for commercial pur- 
poses, is forbidden. All naval arms, 
ammunition and other war ma- 
terial belonging to Austria-Hun- 
gary at the date of the armistice 
shall be surrendered to the allies. 

The Austrian wireless station at 
Vienna is not to be used for naval. 
military or political messages re- 
lating to Austria or her late allies 
without the assent of the allied and 
associated Governments during 
three months, but only for com- 
mercial purposes under supervi- 
sion. During the same period 
Austria is not to build any more 
high-power wireless stations. 

Air clauses: The air clauses are 
practically the same as in the Ger- 
many treaty, except for the 100 
airplanes and their personnel. 
which Germany is allowed to re- 
tain until October to search for 
mines.

Freedom of transit: The clauses

PLYMOUTH, June 2. , 
HE NC-4 left Lisbon, Portu- | 
Tea. at 5:29 in the morning of | 
May 30, after the personnel | 
had received decorations from the 
Portuguese Government and many 
other honors. The Portuguese 
were very enthusiastic about the 
flizht, and it became necessary for 
us to cancel official engagements 
forthe following day. 

Tha weather was favorable ex- 
cept for small rain squalls. We 
skirted the coast, flying about 10 
miles off, and everything went 
along normaly until 7:05, when 
we discovered a water leak in the 
port engine, and it became neces- 
sary to land to make repalrs. 

We headed for the shore to find 
smooth water. We found it in the 
Mondego River and landed at 7:21. 
We found the river full of sand- 
bars and ran aground but got off 
with no damage. We secured the 
plane to the bank of the river and 
investigated to find the depth of 
the water and tio find room in 
which to make our getaway. The 
captain of the port very cordially 
assisted us by furnishing boats and 
otherwise. He took us to lunch, 
and the president of the town of- 
fered to give us the whole town 
or any part of it. 

We found it 
for high tide to 
depth of water for the getaway. 
destroyers arrived and ar- 
ranged the details of the remainder 
of the trip, and we decided to 
stop at the harbor of Ferrol, Spain, 
as it was clearly impracticable to 
make Plymouth before dark. 

On Way to Plymouth. 

The repairs being completed, we 
left at 1:38 in the afternoon with 
a slight, favoring wind and fine 
weather except for more squalls, 
which made it necessary to dodge 
occasionally. We kept near the 
coast, where the air was clearer 
and the scenery more enjoyable. 
Our plant was in excellent condi- 
tion, the leak having been entirely 
stopped. Our radio apparatus was 
functioning finely as usual, and we 
intercepted many air conversa- 
tions. 

Off Cape Finisterre we encoun- 
tered a strong favorable wind and 

were able to beat our estimated 
time of arrival at Ferrol, made 
two hours previously, by 15 min- 
utes.

We edged to the right of the 
course in order to be sure not to 
miss Ushant.

Outside the weather 
was very thick. We came down to 
a few feet above the water for bet- 
ter visibility.

We 
hit Plymouth squarely after a run 
of 112 miles. British seaplanes 
were aloft to meet us. We climbed 
to an altitude of 1500 feet to pick 
out a landing place and landed at 
1:26 G. M. T., or 2:26 local time. 

We had a wonderful reception 
from the officials, making’ a fitting 
climax to the entire trip. The 
heartiness of the congratulations 
showered upon us proved’ the 
sportsmanship of the British. The

HE full story of the transat- 
Tiantic flizght of the NC-4 begins 

when, at 15:20 (11:30 p. m. 
New York time, May 8), we passed 
over Monomoy Point (Cape Cod) 
and headed toward Nova Scotia. 
We were now started on the first 
real air trip. 

It was about one and a half 
hours later when the troubles of 
the NC-4 started. The engineer 
reported that the oil pressure on 
the after center engine had 
dropped to nothing and the spark 
had been cut. We were therefore 
proceeding under the power of the 
remaining three engines, but mak- 
ing good speed at that. This hap- 
pening made us @ little uneasy, as 
now, if one of the others gave us 

trouble, landing would be neces- 
sary. And that is what happened 

We passed over the first station 
destroyer and were about half way 
to the next one when suddenly a 
shower of water and steam was 
seen leaving the forward center 
engine. That meant one thing—a 
punctured crank case and only 
two good engines left. We could 
not hold up under the power of 
two engines and so came down to 
the surface. 

Water Was Slightly Rough. 

The water was slightly rough. 
but not so bad. We hoped then to 
locate the oil leak in the after 
engine, repair it and get under 
way once more. “After two hours’ 
work this proposition was given 
up, and no wonder, for there was 
no leak to find in that motor. We 
found out later that the oil sys- 
tem being linked with the forward 
engine, that engine had developed 
the leak and had robbed the after 
one of all the oil. 

So there we were with two good 
engines, out at sea, somewhere off 
Cape Cod. We had no success with 
the weak battery radio set. No 
destroyer heard us. During the 
two-hour period of investigating ‘ 


which indicated tha* our position 
was 20 miles farther out than I 
had figured by my reckoning, or 
80 miles from the nearest shore. 

We started to taxi, hoping to 
Pick up a destroyer,. or, failing 
that, to continue on to Cape Cod. 
At 11:20, two hours and a half 
after commencing our long, tire- 
some journey, a destroyer was 
sighted to the north, and we hegd- 
ed that way, but the destroyer was 
looking for us in another direction 
and soon drew away. 

It was a beautiful night with the 
moon nearly full and the séa had 
smoothed down, so that, after the 
first hour or two, we made good 
about 10 knots. We were not much 
worried, for, if the engines held 
out, we were bound to make shore. 
and they did hold out all through 
the night ; 

One “Good Old Engine.” 
We sighted our first lighthouse 


on Cape Cod at 5:25, then another 


one, and, just as it grew fairly 
light, we arrived off the naval air 
station at Chatham. The sea- 
planes from that station were just 
starting out to look for ws. Just 
as we arrived at the channel en- 
trance to wait for them, the oil 
pressure in one of the engines that 
had been running all i ~*night, 
dropped down, but we did not 
care. That good old engine had 
done its work. That same engine 
took us later all the way to Hall- 
fax and Trepassey and then to the 
Azoremand Europe. 

On the afternoon of the second 
day, May 10, the NC-4 was ready 
once more. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, a 40-mile gale set In, blow- 
ing ‘directly from Halifax to 
Chatham and kept on blowing. It 
did not stop until the afternoon 
of the 13th. During this tedious 
wait we were encouraged, from:

Commander Read’s Story of 


NC-4’s Flight Over the Atlantic

way with the hope and expectation 
of sighting a emall island s..me- 
time the following day, over 1000 
Miles away and across a white- 
Capped sea. 

Sea Dotted With Icebergs. 

It was cool, but dressed warmly, 
most of us were comfortable. The 
wind appeared to lessen in 

strength somewhat and the sea 
was dotted with icebergs. I+ did 
mot look very rough. The NC-3 
kept very low on the water for half 
an hour or so, while we maintained 
an altitude of about 600 feet. As- 
the light faded the Three was hard 
te see against a dark background 
of water. Then she climbed a lit- 
tle and the two planes were flying 
at a level. 

The NC-4 slowly drew ahead in 
gspite of throttling down as much 
as the pilots dared for we had to 
keep up good speed in order to 
maintain our altitude and to re- 
tain good control in rather uneasy 
air. Therefore, when we were near 
the first destroyer marking our 
course, we made a complete cir- 
cle and rounded up near the NC-3. 
And from then until she was lost 
in the darkness we managed to 
hold our correct relative positions. 

A \Uttle later we turned on our 
running lights—a white light on 
the leading edge of the upper wing 
on the center line and green and 
red lights on the starboard aad 
port outboards struts. A radio was 
gent to the NC-3 requesting that 
her light be turned on. Later we 
learned that they would not work. 
I could catch only an occasional 
giimpse of a faint light which must 
have becn on her instrument 
board. 

As the outline of our flag plane 
grew dimmer and more indistinct 
I began to realize what a hopeless 
proposition it would be to attempt 
to maintain contact with either of 
the other planes all through the 
night. The NC-1 had long since 
been lost sight of. Up to this time 
I had changed altitude, speed and 
course to conform to the move- 
ments of the leader, leaving it to 
him to direct our movements. In 
order to pass our destroyers, it was 
now evident we would soon be on 
our own. Well, we had made the 
runs from Chatham to Halifax and 
from Halifax to Trepassey alone, 
thanks to our troubles and delays, 
why shouldn't we make this 
alone? 

At 11:55, one hour and 50 min- 
utes out from Trepassey and while 
atill able to distinguish the sil- 
houvette of the NC-3, the course 
was changed slightly to the left, 
as my reckoning had put us to the 
south of the line. The NC-3 was 
immediately lost to view and the 
NC-4 was acting singly, with 1185 
miles yet to go. 

Stars of Ald to Pilot. 

At this time it was very dark 
except for the stars. These, how- 
ever, were of great assistance to 
the pilots in keeping the plane 
level and on the course. The en- 
gines were hitting on every cylin- 
der. There were no myfflers fitted 
go that the exhaust could be seen 
and it was most reassuring to see 
the flame shooting out regularly 
from each exhaust valve without 
missing a stroke. The oll pres- 
sure, which was normally at 30 
or 40 pounds by gauge, and which 
had given us trouble at intervals 
previously, held up perfectly. The 
water temperature of the four ra- 
diatorsa could not be improved. 

Everything about the big ma- 
chine seemed to be on its be- 
havior and as time went on our 
confidence increased to such an 
extent that our entire thoughts 
were centered on our own  indi- 
vidual duties. 

The pilots took turns at the con- 
trols for stretches of from 40 to 45 
minutes. The one off duty some- 
times remained in his seat; some- 
times squirmed down in the fairly 
roomy space forward of the seats 
and aft of the bulkhead on which 
my chart was slung. He would 
occasionally catch a few winks of 
sleep. The off engineer also siept 
a little. The radio man had no 
relief. He had to stick to his job, 
but he found his job of such ab- 
gorbing interest that the thought 
of sleep never entered his head. 

The commanding officer and 
navigator, myself, felt not the least 
inclination to sleep. Even had 
there been an opportunity there 
were too frequent changes of 
course to be made, on account of 
the slight changes in the wind cur- 
rents and the destroyers’ position. 
These latter were never far out, 
but there was bound to be a very 
considerable variation from a 
straight line extending from off 
Trepassey Bay to Corvo, in the 
Azores. Then there were occa- 
sional fresh breezes, unknown cur- 


rents, and there had been no op- 


portunity of verifying our positions 
Bince twilight. 

Then, too, there was always the 
possibility of being forced to make 
a flare to be set off by a switch on 
the pilot's instrument board. These 
fiares were expected to throw 
enough light downward and ahead 
to enable the pilots to judge our 
height and to level off at the proper 
time to settle gently on the water. 

As no practice at night landing 
with these flares had been ob- 
tained previously, there was a cer- 
tain element of doubt as to their 
efficiency. Therefore, it was my 
intention at any sign of trouble to 
grab the Very pistol, kept right 
at my hand, and when the alti- 
meter showed our near approach 
to the water, to shoot stars down- 
ward and forward. 

Rising Moon Is Seen. 

At 12:10 a. m. (Greenwich) of 

May 17, the first faint signs of 


. ‘the rising moon were seen. As it

relaxed even more. The pilot's 
work was less difficult and a forced 
landing would be easier accom- 
plished. About this time the air, 
which had at no time been very 
quiet, increased in bumpiness. We 
were then about 1000 feet. A slow 
climb was started to 1800 feet, but 
the air at that altitude was as 
turbulent as it was lower down, 
and our speed appeared to have 
‘been dropped considerably. We 
obtained our speed by checking 
the time of passing the successive 
destroyers.

12:41, before the moon had a 
chance to add much light to the 
situation, another plane was sight- 
ed close aboard on the port side.

seen in the harbor at Ponta Del- 
gada, half wrecked. 

The destroyers marking the 
course were checked off on the 
chart one after another. Star- 
shells which they fired from anti- 
aircraft guns were always sighted 
at great distances. In one or two 
cases, the shell from one destroyer 
would be seen when we were pass- 
ing over the next destroyer to the 
westward, 50 miles away. Then, 
after an interval, a searchlight 
would be seen, and finally as we 
approached at a speed of 85 knots, 
the ship’s lights would appear 
nearly ahead. A sufficient change 
in the courge would be made to 
pass directly above, but if too 
great change was required, I would 
assume that the destroyer was in 
its exact position and estimate our 
distance from her, and lay a new 
course for the next one. 

All the destroyers had -large il- 
luminated figures on their’ decks 
to indicate the number of their 
stations, but as all the ships were 
sighted one after another it was 
never necessary to verify these 
numbers. The searchlights laid 
directly into the wind at the sur- 
face, showed the breeze was still 
with us at each successive station. 

Motors Still Thundering. 

The night passed. At 5:45 came 
the first indications of dawn. The 
motors were still thundering on, 
with not the least appearance of 
ever wishing to stop. The radio 
officer was having the time of his 
life, picking up messages from 
places as far distant as Bar Har- 
bor. The last one received was 
very distinct at 1330 nauticals. He 
talked with Cape Race, Newfound- 
land, and sent, via the operator 
there, a message of greeting to his 
mother in the States. When we 
were 730 miles away he reported 
the NC-1’s radio working perfect- 
ly, but that of the NC-3 was weak. 
From intercepted messages it ap- 
peared that the NC-1 was still be- 
hind us, but that the NC-3 was 
ahead. Later it developed that we 
were leading the procession. 

As the light increased, I sudden- 
ly remembered that I had eaten 
nothing since lunch the day before 
A swig of hot coffee from a ther- 
mos bottle hit the right spot, and 
while the sandwiches were excel- 
lent, one of them only was enough 
A small piece of chocolate for des- 
sert and my first transatlantic air 
meal was finished. We all find 
that on these long trips we are 
neither hungry nor thirsty. This 
is probably the effect of contin 
nervous tension.

At 9:45 we entered an impene- 
trable layer as thick as soup. The 
sun disappeared entirely.

An occasional glimpse of the sun 
revealed the fact that we were in 
a short turn. I glanced at® the 
compass. It was spinning like a 
top. A glance at the altimeter 
showed 1200 feet—at least we 
were holding our altitude. Was 
the pilot never going to get con- 
trol, or were we going to spin 
more and more and finally end in 
a nose dive for the water? Then 
the sun and patches of blue sky 
appeared once more and the big 
machine straightened out, and as 
the pilot pulled her back we shot 
up out of the fog bank into clear, 
warm air, once more masters of 
the situation. Our former course 
Was resumed and we. flew on, 
keeping just above the layer of 
white, billowing fog, which, with 
the sun on it and streaks of blue 
sky in the distance, was beautiful. 
Between Fog and Clouds. 

The sky became more and more 
cloudy and it was necessary to 
climb continuously to keep in clear 
air. We were sandwiched in be- 
tween fog underneath and clouds 
overhead. Occasionally a rift ap- 
peared through which water would 
be seen and the drift meter indi- 
cated that we were being set to 
the south. Our course was cor- 
rected accordingly, but favoring 
slightly a course south of that 
charted. Corvo was very small, 
but there was Flores, a bigger 
island, to the south of It, and it 
seemed better that any error in 
our direction should not be to the 
north. Once or twice it was neces- 
sary to change or reduce our alti- 
tude to pass around or under a 
thick cloud in our path, but an al- 
titude of 3000 feet was maintained 
most of the timo. 

I then began to wonder how we 
were going to come out of all this 
uncertainty. Was this fog going 
to last indefinitely? The islands of 
the Azores were high, and perhaps 
we might sight one of them over 
the fog. Pico was over 7000 feet 
high. I did not know that Pico 
is always covered with thick clouds 
except in the clearest weather. We 
still had several hours of gas dnd 
the motors were running beautiful- 
ly, but they could not keep going 
forever. Would we pick up one 
of the islands and find shelter 
in smooth water to leeward, or 
were we in for another experience 
like that off Chatham, only very 
much worse? 

The fog was just under us at 3000 
feet and thinking it might have 
lifted from the water, inquiry was 
made by radio of the destroyers 
Nos. 19 and 20. Both replied: 
“Thick fog near the water.” Then 
No. 21, whose station was off Cor- 
vo, was called and the reply came 
back that there was 10 miles visi- 
rer That at least was encour- 

ging. Perhaps we could get out 
of this mess after all. 

Stinging rain was encountered 
for a few minutes, but soon passed, 
or, rather, we passed by the rain 
and the air again was fairly clear. 
Minutes ticked by. It had been 
getting thicker to the left of our 
course, but to the right there was 
still a streak of blue sky showing 
between the fog layer and the 
cloud layer, when suddenly, at 
11:27, or nearly three hours after 
passing the last destroyer sighted.

ices of one of the noblest professions in the field of human activities—a profession that 
in lofty ideals, in unselfish principles, in sacred responsibilities, stands side by side with 
the ministry of the Gospel itself. 


[: IS STRANGE that the generous-hearted American people, who poured out their 


We wish to bespeak, with whatever power and authority we may have and with such 
words as may be granted to us, some measure of consideration for the foster-fathers and 
mothers of our children—the school teachers of the United States of America. 


There is no class of workers of whom we demand so much. We commit into their 
keeping the miinds, the bodies, and the very souls of our children in the tender and forma- 
tive years of their lives, and they, receiving these children, can indeed be said to hold in the 
hollow of their hands the future of America. We expect these devoted men and women 
to watch over and care for our sons and daughters as though they were their very own, 
to drill them in the arts and sciences, to train them for business and for citizenship, to 
instruct them in manners and in morals, to do for them those things which we would do 
had we the training and the leisure. 


No class has assumed so heavy, so trying a burden and a responsibility with such will- 
ingness as‘ these consecrated men and women. No class has performed its increasingly 
heavy tasks more devotedly, more conscientiously, and with less thought of self. No class 
served its country more whole-heartedly, more loyally, during the trying and tempestuous 
times of war, day by day pursuing its round of duty, day by day helping the young peo- 
ple, and through the children the parents, to see the struggle in its true light, thus securing 
the co-operatiton of the community in every measure undertaken by the Government to 


win the war. 


Truly they have made the nation their everlasting debtor. Truly had they not done 


their work so well this republic would not outlast the span of a generation. 
| . 
What then have the teachers received at our hands in return? They have received lit- 


tle of honor and somewhat less of pay. Other classes have prospered; other classes 
through powerful organizations have secured generous wages. The teachers have no 
spokesman, however, to demand even the simple justice of a living wage, so to them we 
give their petty pre-war pittance, so meager, so pitifully inadequate, that it places a burn- 


. ing brand of shame and disgrace upon this nation. 


The men and women who are making the Americans of tomorrow are being treated 
with less consideration than the janitors who sweep out the buildings in which they are 
employed; they are earning, on the average, less than the wages given to the scrubwomen 
employed in the public buildings of the United States Government. Normal-school grad- 
uates receive less salary than street-sweepers; high-school principals and superintendents 
less than section foremen; country school teachers less for instructing the farmer’s chil- 
dren than he pays his hired men to feed his hogs. 


In a certain town of Illinois, for instance, the average wage of fifteen miners for one 
month was $217, while the average monthly salary of fifteen teachers in the same town 
was $55. In another town a miner, who, by the way, was an enemy alien, drew more 
than $2700 last year, while the salary of the high-school principal in the same town was 
$765. We welcome with all our hearts the long-belated recognition that is being given 
to the man who works with his hands. We believe that this same workingman will be 
the first to join with us in asking better pay for those who teach his childfen. 


No wonder there are fifty thousand vacancies in the teaching forces of the schools. 
No wonder the ranks are being filled with weak men and with immature women who 
merely use the profession as a stepping-stone to something better. No wonder there are 
thirty thousand teachers in the United States who have had no schooling beyond the eighth 
grammar grade. Small wonder, indeed, that seven millions of our school children are 
being trained by teachers, mere boys and girls themselves, who have had no professional 
education whatever. » 


When we consider that the 740,000 teachers of America are paid an average salary 
of $630 a year; when, moreover, we consider the fact that living costs have actually ad- 
vanced 103 per cent. since the beginning of the war, thereby cutting the buying-power of 
those insignificant salaries in half, we can easily determine that only a fool or a martyr 
would choose teaching as a profession, or would long remain in it unless these terrible 
conditions were swiftly remedied. 


What a crime is this! What an indictment! What an unpardonable sin at the doors 
of an enlightened people who now find themselves at the head and forefront of the democ- 
racies of the world! How can we better prepare far the great undertakings of reconstruc- 
tion than by setting ourselves immediately to remedying this perilous condition? In these 
trying and chaotic times when the world is beset by unrest, by anarchy, by revolution, 
by the devil’s brood of appalling evils that follow in the train of war, we must make sure 
that the foundations of our republic are set on a rock that it may stand against the flood. 


The peace and security of the world of the future will be in the safekeeping of the 
genefation now in our schools. These boys and girls must weave up “the raveled sleeve” 
of civilization. Their hands must minister to the wounds of the nations. Their minds 
must meet and solve the difficult and crucial problems that will be their inheritance. Their 
hearts must be so imbued with the horrors of war and with the poverty and anguish that 
inevitably follow in its wake that they in their time will enter upon it only as a last resort 
in national self-defense or in support of some great principle of humanity. 


Never has there been a more urgent need for high-minded, great-hearted, splendidly 
trained, 100 per cent. American instructors to drive home the vital lessons that these times 
hold. Never has the future of the nation been so clearly committed into the hands of 
the teachers. And yet thousands of men and women of ability who would prefer to teach 
are reluctantly leaving their chosen calling, forced by the hard necessities of their very 


existence. 


The teachers ask no largess at the hands of fortune. They enter their profession for 
service, not riches. But they invest years and money in preparation for their life work, 
and the knowledge they gain is shared with others who themselves use it to their own 
profit. Teachers, then, by every right and in all justice expect a return that will permit 
them and their dependents to live.decently and in comfort. 


In every community reached by THE LITERARY DIGEST there are readers of 
foresight, of vision, broad-minded men and thoughtful women who will see—nay, per- 
haps have long since seen—the critical and compelling importance of this problem. We 
are directing this appeal to them. We urge them to compare the salaries of their teachers 
with the wages of those who are doing work of equal value. There will be a challenge in 
the facts that will stir the community to action. 


Let each community invest in schools so that it may thereby invest in a trained man- 
jhood and womanhood that can play their part in the great period of rebuilding and recon- 
struction that lies before us. Let each community set for its goal, as far as is practicable, 
a minimum-wage of at least $1000 a year for the teachers of America. This would cost 
the nation perhaps as much as we spent so glorionsly in but one week of the Great War. 


We are not pleading merely for the welfare of some single profession; we are not 
pleading for a special class; we are pleading for America; for her larger, her brighter, her 
richer future, for the fulfillment of her glorious promise. We are pleading for a coming 
race of men and women who shall be qualified to make complete the work of our forefa- 
thers who founded this nation and dedicated it to liberty, and who will bring to full frui- 
tion the new victories that we have won in freedom’s cause. We are pleading for a 
wider teaching of the principles, the purposes, and the ideals of this nation that all men 
shall know her meaning and shall have equal access to her opportunities; .

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The 
text of the German note dated May 
29 and addressed to Premier 
Clemenceau, president of the peace 
conference, has been made public 
by the State Department as fol- 
lows: 

"Mr. President: 

“T have the honor to transmit 
to you herewith the observations 
of the German delegatious on the 
draft treaty of peace. We came 
to Versailics in the expectation of 
receiving a peace proposal based 
on the agreed principles. We were 
firmly resolved to do everything in 
our power with a view of fulfilling 
the grave obligations which we 
had undertaken. We hoped for 
the peace of justice which had 
been promised to us. We were 
aghast when we read in documents 
the demands made upon us (7) 
the victorious violence of our ene- 
mies. The more deeply we pene- 
trate into the spirit of this treaty, 
the more convinced we become of 
the impossibility of carrying it out. 
The executions of this treaty u.2 
more than the German people can 
beur. 


The Polish Situation. 


“With a view to the re-estab- 
lishment of the Polish state we 
must renounce indisputably Ger- 
man territory, nearly the whole cf 
the province of West Prussia, which 
is preponderantly German, of 
Pomerania, Danzig, which is Ger- 
man to the core; we must let that 
ancient Hansetown be transformed 
into a free state under a Polish 
suzerainty. We must agree that 
fast Prussia shall be amputated 
from’the body of the state, con- 
demned to a lingering death and 
robbed of its northern portion, in- 
cluding Memel, which is purely 
German. We must renounce up- 
per Silesia for the benefit of Po- 
land and Czecho-Slovakia, al- 
though it has been in close political 
connection with Germany for more 
than 750 years, is instinct with 
German life and forms the very 
foundation of industrial 


throughout East Germany. 


“Preponderantly German circles 
(Kreise) must be ceded to Belgium 
without sufficient guarantees that 
the plebiscite, which is only to take 
place afterwards, will be independ- 
ent. The purely German district 
of the Saar must be detached from 
our empire and the way must be 
paved for its subsequent annexa- 
tion to France, although we owe 
her debts in coal only, not in men. 

“For 15 years, Rhenish territory 
must be occupied and after those 
15 years the allies have the power 
to refuse the restoration of the 
country; in the interval the allies 
can take every measure to sever

to give up the right to self deter- 
mination. The international repa- 
ration commission receives dicta- 
torial powers over the whole life 
of our people in econumic and cul- 
tural matters. Its authority ex- 
tends far beyond that which the 
empire, the German Federal 
Council and the Reichstag com- 
bined every possession within the 
territory of the empire. This com- 
mission has unlimited control over 
the economic life of the state, of 
communities and of individuals. 
Further, the entire educational 
and sanitary system depends on it. 
It can keep the whole German 
people in mental thraldom. In or- 
der to increase the payments due 
by the thrall, the commission can 
hamper measures for the social 
protection of the German worker. 

“In other spheres also  Ger- 
many’s sovereignty is abolished. 
Hier chief waterways are subjected 
to intepnational administration. 
She must construct in her territo- 
ries such canals and such rivers as 
her enemies wish; she must agree 
to treaties, the contents of which 
are unknown to her, to be con- 
cluded by her enemies with the 
new states on the east, even when 
her own functions. 
German people is excluded 
from the league of nations, to 
which is entrusted all work of 
common interest to the world. 

“Thus must a whole people sign 
the decree for its own proscrip- 
tion. nay, its own death sentence. 

“Germany knows that she must 
make sacrifices in ordér to attain 
peace. Germany knows that she 
has, by agreement, undertaken to 
make these sacrifices and will go 
in this matter to the utmost limits 
of her capacity. 

German Proposals. 

1. Germany offers to proceed 
with her own disarmament in ad- 
vance of all other peoples, in or- 
der to show that she will help to 
usher in the new era of the peace 
of justice. She gives up universal 
compulsory service and reduces 
her army to 100,000 men, 
except as regards temporary 
measures. She even renounces 
the war ships which her ene- 
mies are still willing to leave 
in her hands. She stipulates, how- 
ever, that she shall be admitted 
forthwith as a State with equal 
rights into the league of nations.

She gives up the 
greater part of the province of 
Posen, the district incontestably 
Polish in Posen, together with the 
Capital. She is prepared to grant 
to Poland, under international] 
guarantees, free and secure access 
to the sea by ceding free ports at

cial railway conventions. 
“Germany is prepared to ensure 
the supply of coal for the econo- 
mic needs of France. especially 
from the Saar region, unti] such

The pre- 
ponderantly Danish districts of 
Schleswig will.be given up to Den- 
mark on the basis of a plebiscite. 
Germany demands that the right 
of self determination shall also be 
repeated where the interests of 
the Germans in Austria and Bo- 
hemia are concerned. 

“She is ready to subject all her 
colonies to administration by the 
community of the league of nations 
if she is recognized as its manda- 
tory. 

The Matter of Payments. 

“3. Germany is prepared to 
make payments incumbent on her 
in accordance with the agreed pro- 
gram of peace up to the maximum 
sum of 100,000,000,000 of, gold 
marks, 20,000,000,000 by May 
1, 1926, and the balance (80,000,- 
000,000) in annual payments with- 
out interest. 

“These payments shall in princi- 
ple be equal to a fixed percentage 
of the German imperial and state 
revenues. The annual payments 
shall approximate to the former 
peace budget. or the first 10 
years tne annual payments snall 
not exceed 1,000,000,000 of gold 


The German tax- 
payer shall not be less heavier 
burdened than the taxpayer of 
the most heavily burdened state 
among those represented on the 
Reparation Commission. 

“Germany presumes in this con- 
nection that she will not have to 
make any territorial sacrifices be- 
yond those mentioned above, and 
that she will recover her freedom 
on economic movement at home 
and abroad. 

‘4. Germany is prepared to de- 
vote her entire economic strength 
to the service of reconstruction. 
She wishes to co-operate effective- 
ly in the reconstruction of the dev- 
astated regions of Belgium and 
Northern France. To make gcod 
the loss in production.of the de- 
stroyed mines in Northern France, 
up to 20,000,000 tons of coal will 
be delivered annually for the first 
five vears and up to 8,000,900 tons 
for the next five vears.

The Costs of War. 


“Although the exaction of the 
cost of war has been expressly re- 
nounced, as yet Germany, thus 
in pieces and weakened, must de- 
clare herself ready in principle to 
bear all the war expenses of her 
enemies which would exceed many 
times over the total amount of 
jerman state and private assets. 
Meanwhile her enemies demand, in 
excess of the agreed conditions, 
reparation for damage suffered by 
their civil population, and in this 
connection Germany must also co 
bail for her allies. The sum to be 
paid is to be fixed by our enemies 
unilaterally and to admit of sub- 
Bequent modifications and _  in- 
crease. No limit is fixed save the 
capacity of the German people for 
payment, determined not by their 
standard of life, but solely by their 
capacity to meet the demands of 
their enemies by their labor. The 
German people would thus be con- 
demned to perpetual slave labor. 

“In spite of the exorbitant de- 

mands, the reconstruction of our 
economic life is rendered impos- | 
sible. We must surrender our 
merchant fleet. Weare to re- 
nounce all foreign securities. We | 
are to hand over to our enemies 
our property in all German enter- 
prises abroad, even in the couns 
tries of our allies. Even after the 
conclusion of peace the enemy 
states are to have the right of con- 
fiscating all German property. No 
German trader in their countries 
will be protected from these war 
measures. We must completely 
renounce our colonies and not 
even German missionaries shall 
have the right to follow their cal]- 
ing therein. We must thus re- 
nounce the realization of all our 
aims in the spheres of politics, 
economics and id@as.

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TEXT OF GERMAN | 
NOTE PROTESTING 
AGAINST PEACE TERMS 


(Continued From Preceding l’axne) 


put her entire merchant tonnage 
into a pool of the world’s shipping, 
to place at the disposal of her ene- 
mies a part of her freight space as 
part payment of reparation, and to 
build for them for a_ series of 
years, in German yards, an amount 
of tonnage exceeding their de- 
mands. 

“6. In order to replace the river 
boats destroyed in Belgium and 
Northern France, Germany offers 
river craft from her own  re- 
sources. 

“7. Germany thinks she sees an 
appropriate method,for the prompt 
fulfillment of her obligations § to 
make reparations conceding par- 
ticipation in industrial enterprises, 
especially in coal mines, to insure 
deliveries of coal. 

“8. Germany, in accordance 
with the desires of the workers of 
the whole world, wishes to see the 
workers in all countries free and 
enjoying equal rights. She wishes 
to insure to them in the treaty of 
peace the right to take their own 
decisive part in the settlement of 
social policy and social protection. 

"9. The German delegation again 
makes its demands for a neutral! 
entry into the responsibility for 
the war and culpable acts in con- 
duct. An impartial commission 
should have the right to investi- 
gate on its own responsibility the 
archives of all the belligerent 
countries and all the persons who 
took an important part in the war. 

“Nothing short of confidence 
that the question of guilt will be 
examined dispassionately can place 
the peoples lately at war with each 
other in proper frame of mind for 
the formation of the league of na- 
tions. 

“These are only the most im- 
portant among the proposals which 
we have to make. As regards 
other great sacrifices, and also as 
regards the details, the delegation 
refers to the accompanying memo- 
randum and the annex thereto. 

“Time Was Too Short.” 

“The time allowed us for the 
preparation of this memorandum 
was so short that it was impossible 
to treat all the questions exhaus- 
tively. A fruitful and illuminat- 
ing negotiation could only take 
place by means of ora! discussion. 
This treaty of peace is to be the 
greatest achievement of ts kind 
in all history. Theré is no prece- 
dent for the conduct of such com- 
prehensive negotiations by an ex- 
change of written notes only. The 
feeling of the peoples who have 
made such immense sacrifices 
makes them demand that their 
fate should be decided by an open, 
unreserved exchange of ideas on 
the principle: Open covenants of 
peace openly arrived at - after 
which there shall be no private 
international understanding of any 
kind, but diplomacy shall proceed 
always frankly in the public view. 

“Germany is to put her signa- 
ture to the treaty laid before her 
and to carry it out. Even in her 
need, justice for her is too sacred 
a thing to allow her to stoop to 
achieve conditions which she can- 
not undertake to carry out. 

“Treaties of peace signed by the 
great Powers have, it is true, in 
the history of the last decade, pro- 
claimed the right of the stronger. 
But each of these treaties of peace 
has been a factor in originating 
and prolonging the wédrid_ war. 
Whenever in this war the victor 
has spoken to the vanquished, at 
Brest-Litovsk and Bucharest, his 
words were but the seeds of fu- 
ture discord. The lofty aims which 
our adversaries first set before 
themselves in their conduct of the 
war demand ae treaty instinct 
with a different spirit. Only the 
co-operation of all nations can 
build up a durable peace. We are 
under no delusions regarding the 
strength of the hatred and bitter- 
ness which this war has engen- 
dered, and yet the forces which 
are at work for a union of man- 
kind are stronger now than ever 
they were before. The historic 
task of the peace conference of 
Versailles is to bring about this 
union. 

“Accept, Mr. President, the ex- 
pression of my distinguished con- 
sideration.

sion after it was withdrawn from its 
place in the battle line on Oct. 1. 
With us also was Maj. Kalloch, a 
staff officer, who took a command 
with the 137th Regiment under Col. 
Clad Hamiltcen of Topeka. 

First Came Vauquois Hill. 

After the passage of the German | 
trench and wire system the first great | 
obstacle which lay before the 35th 
Division was Vauquois Hill. My 
first idea of the Argonne battlefield 
before actually coming on _ the 
ground, was that it was a battle 
which had been fought in densely 
wooded hills. As a matter of fact, 
the Argonne forest itself lies on the 
extreme west of the battle terrain 
proper over which the 35th operated, 
and is a patch of woods possibly 8 
miles in width by 10 miles in length, 
and between it and the wooded 
heights of the Meuse _ to the east, 
lies the valley of the Aire river, a| 
broad expanse of open rolling ground | 
with here and there small patches 
of woods, the wide plains being dot- 
ted with villages, so that the 35th 
did not by any means fight in heav- 
ily forested country except at the 
jumping off place. 

Vauquois Hill had been for four 
years an effectual barrier at the en- | 
trance of this open place to the re- 
peated attempted advances of the) 
French. We climbed Vauquois on) 
foot. The entire German side of the) 
hill up to !ts top was honeycombed | 
with the most complete type of heavy | 
concrete construction of bombproofs | 
and dugouts that I have ever seen. 
The marks of the ‘American artillery 
fire on Vauquois' were most impres.- 
sive. There was not a foot of this 
great hill but had been blown into 
smithereens by the tons of projec- 
tiles which had been rained upon it. 
So fierce had been the fire that no 
German could possibly have re- 
mained alive on the defensive works 
upon it without having withdrawn 
into the caverns and the concrete 
dugouts constructed especially for 
this purpose. 

Good Strategy at Vauquols. 

In the taking of Vauquois the 
cleverest kind of strategy was used, 
showing what American military 
genius can do. This hitherto im- 
pregnable German position had re- 
pelled every frontal attack the 
French had made upon it. When 
the 35th jumped off in their great 
attack on Sept. 26, no direct assault 
was made upon Vauquols. Follow- 
ing the artillery fire which preceded 
the advance. a heavy early morning 
mist had settled down over the fie!d. 
and orders were given the artillery,

My attention has just been called to 
the article in your issue of May 16, about 
the honored moderator of the Presbyte- 
rian General Assembly.

But I do not think he would endorse 
the statement that ‘during his 12 
years’ service as secretary of the Young 
People’s Society of Christian Endeavor 
that organization reached the pinnacle 
of its influence, a pinnacle not maintained 
after Baer left it." Dr. Baer did splendid 
work and was a most popular, energetic 
and successful secretary. No one could 
have done better, but he with others 
brought Christian Endeavor to such a 
point of prosperity that it has been going 
on to larger and larger things ever since.

I have the honor to state that I have been direct- 
ed by my Government to acquaint you with the fact 
that the President of the United States recognizes 
the British Protectorate over Egypt, proclaimed by 
his Majesty's Government on December 18, 1914. 

In according this recognition the President must 
necessarily reserve for further discussion the details 
thereof, along with the question of the modifica- 
tion of any rights belonging to the United States 
which may be entailed by this decision. 

In this connection I am desired to say that the 
President and the American people have every sym- 
pathy with the legitimate aspirations of the Egyp- 
tian people for a further measure of self-govern- 
ment, but that they view with regret any effort to 
obtain the realization thereof by a resort to 
violence.

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Dear Just a Minute: : 

I have read with interest a little com- 
pilation of rules issued by some of the 
patriotic societies, telling Americans 
just how to treat the Stars and 
Stripes—what posture to assume in 
its presence, which side up to hang it, 
how to act when it is torn or soiled, 
and so on.

Other rules will occur to the reader 
at once; those given above are merely 
for illustration.
